Schools  ,  where  Dictiona- 
ries of  large  Bulk  and  Ex- 
pence  are  become  a  Burden. 

Such  Care  however  has  been 
taken  in  forming  this  Epitome, 
tfyat  /we  may  fafely  affirm  it 
contains  as  great  a  Number  ot 
Words  as  (ome  of  the  larger 
Dictionaries.  By  Words,  we 
mean  (ingle  and  unconnected 
Parts  of  Speech  •,  for  as  to  Sen- 
tences and  Phrafes ,  thefe  we 
have  been  obliged  to  omit, 
in  order  to  bring  the  Work 
within  the  Compafs  intended. 
Befides  ,  idiomatical  Expref- 
fions  are  to  be  acquired  only 
by  the  conftantUfe  of  the  pu- 
refl:  and  moil  elegant  Authors. 


Another  Means  of  confulting 
Brevity,  was  to  avoid  infer- 
ting  the  French  Participles  ,  the 
Formation  of  which  muft  be 
foio^'n  to  every  one  that  has 
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learned  the  Rudiments  of  that 
Language.  We  have  therefore 
thought  it  fufiicient  to  give  the 
Infinitive  of  the  Verb,fuppo- 
fing  the  Reader  to  be  acquain- 
ted with  Grammar  ,  and  of 
courfe  with  the  Manner'  of 
forming  the  Participle ,  either 
A&ive  or  Paflive. 

Where  a  Word  is  equivocal , 
or  bears  different  Significations 
in  the  French ,  we  have  infer- 
ted  them  in  English;  but  in 
general  no  more  than  a  fingle 
Interpretation  is  fubjoined  to 
each  Term.  The  French  Words 
are  carefully  accented,  accor- 
ding to  the  Rules  of  their  beft 
Grammarians  j  and  we  have 
alfo  added  the  Accents  of  En- 
glish Words ,  in-  order  to  fa- 
cilitate the  Pronunciation  to 
Foreigners. 

In  compiling  this  Pocket 
Volume ,  recourfe  has  been 
had  to  the  beft  Dictionaries 
French  and  English  ,  particu- 
larly   to  that   of  the   Royal

X.  When  there  is  but  one  Word 
to  a  long  Adverb ,  if  there  is  an 
Adje&ive  near  it,  of  the  fame

Meanings;  the  ad.  generally  means 
the  fame  ,  tho'  not  always.  Ex. 
Tendrement ,  ad.  tenderly.  Three  Li- 
nes higher  in  the  Dictionary ,  is  its 
Adjeftive  ,  Tendre  ;  where  you  find 
four  Words  in  English ;  therefore  , 
that  ad.  means  alto  ,  Softly ;  Senfi- 
bly9  Nicely;  as  well  as  Tenderly. 
This  Observation  will  ferve  for 
feveral  hundred  Adverbs  ;  and 
very  often  for  Subftamives ,  by  the 
(ame  Rule.
